Fruitloss Search for the Springfleld 


Broker—A Night Trip to Blue 


Mound—Full Description 


Krom Monday't Daily. 


This telegram tells in biief the salient 


points connected with the mysterious 
disappearance of George M. Brinkerhoff, 
er., a broker and real estate dealer at 
Springfield: 


SPKIXCIFIKLD, ILL , July 23.—'3eo. M. 


Brinkerhoff, a wealthy and prominent 
citizen o' this city, while ou his way 
home from Chicago last night myster- 
iously disappeared nnd his friends have 
been unable to get any trace of him. He 
and his daughttr, Miss Marion Brinker- 
huff, had been attending the Worlds 
Fair. Last night they took the Illinois 
Central train and started home. 
Miss 


Brinkerhoff retired early to a berlh in the 
sleeper and that was the last she saw of 
her father. 
Upon arriving here this 


morning she •*-* startled to fand that he 
was not ou the train. 
Diligant inquiry 


failed to develops nny one who had seen 
Mr Brinkerhoff during the night, except 
ihe porter of the sleeping oar. Aacording 
to the porter, Mr. Brinkerhoff did not 
go to bed until after passing Oilman. 
At that place where the train waits for 
tome time, about, midnight, the porter 
sttva he saw the missing man pacing up 
and down the depot platform. 
He re- 


turned to the sleeper, however, before the 
train started, and, sitting down, talked 
with the porter for a few minutes, then, 
handing that functionary his shoes, went 
to his barth. The porter after blacking 
his shoes returned them, That was thu 
liiBt he enw ot Mr. Brinkerhoff, and no- 
body olae seems to have seen him on the 


rThe Illinois Central officials here this 
morning telegraphed all section foremen 
between hare and Oilman to patrol the 
track, but their search seems to have 
been fruitless. A rumor reached here 
this afternoon that his dead body had 
aeen found lit Qib-ioo City bnt this prov- 
ed to bo untrue. 
All other clews have 


proved to be of no value. An inspection 
ot the sleeper showed that the shoes 
which tho porter bliicked were gone, but 
the valise and umbrella which Mr. Bnnk- 


day morning and go over toward the 
levee. At the saloon in the National 
hotel block Pat Kilkeary eaid he thonght 
Brinkerhoff had come into his place to 
get a drink of water at about 5 o'clock. 
Bnnkerhoff is not addicted to the use of 
liquor. He talked to Kilkaery about the 
intense heat, and said he had been at 
Chicago attending the fair and intended 
to take the next train out for Spring- 
field . Kilkeary remembers that the man 
had a short gray mustache, bnt did not 
notice his clothes or hat. He went out 
of the place while Kilkeary was waiting 
on another man. This was regarded aa 
an important clue, and it was followed 
up without satisfactory results. Con- 
ductor Horace Morgan and Brakeman 
Frank Rodgers took the Jacksonville ac- 
commodation out that morning. 
Both 


were positive that Brinkerhoff had not 
gone out on the tram. Eodgsrs kncws 
the man personally, He was sure he did 
not sea him. 
Conductor Stars took the 


St. Louis train out. 
He was satisfied 


thai Brinkerhoff did not get on his train.

Ths conductor of the train on the Vftn- 
daba road was seen. He did not, have 
anybody on his train answering Brinker- 
hoff 's description. St. Mary's Hospital, 
the hotels and many of the 
private 


boarding houses were visited without 
success. 
It was suggested that possibly 


Mr. Brinkerhoff had been overcome by 
the heat and had wandered off to be 
taken into some house, Over a year ago he 
became delirious for some days because 
of the effects of the heat. 
No trace of 


him could be found. 


Bnnday evening a freight train came in 


on the St. Louis branch of .the Wabash 
A member of the train crew who WBS 
given a description of Bnnkerhoff, state( 
that he believed he had seen him wait 
ing down the track toward Boody, seven 
miles distant, 
Later a two-seated rig 


was seemed at Caldwoll's livery stable 
and with ti driver, George Brinkerhoff 
W. 11. Freeman, Stuart Brown and At- 
torney Grout started for Boody and Blue 
Mound, 1-1 miles distant. They were gone 
until an early hour ibis morning, to re- 
port that the tramping stranger was not 
the missing man. In the meantime, H. 
L. Oldham, who had a horse and buggy 
for the use of the Springfield visitors all 
day, visited various points contiguous to 


evening it was reported here that he had 
been seen on the morning train going 
through Deoatnr, aud Hon. Clinton L. 
Conklm went to that city to-nighi to see 
if any reliable information could be 03- 
tained. The theory of bis family aud 
friends is that ha is temporarily insane. 
lie had not been entirely well for six 
weeks, and before leaving Chicago com- 
plained ot s severe headache, which his 
daughter relieved with cold water after 
taking the train. He was a large real 
estate dealer nnd broker, and his nnnn- 
cial affairs are supposed to bs> in good 
shape 
About n year and a half ago his 


partner, E, T. Oliver, died by his own 
handa, and there were minors then that 
the firm had lost heavily in speculations 
in grain in Chicago, bnt subsequent 
events appeared to show the affairs of 
ihe firm in good condition. 
Mr. Brink- 


erhoff was a sparely bnilt, middle-aged 
man, 
with light gray mustache, and of 


amiable and genial disposition. 


THE SEAltCH IN DBl'ArUii. 


Saturday night H. L. Ide and Clinton 


L. Conkling came to Daoatnr and made 
cloee inquiries for the missing man. They 
failed to learn anything satisfactory, ex- 
cept that it was reasonably certain that 
Brinkerhoii had c.ime down from Clinton 
Saturday morning on the early train. 
Conductor Feger was shown a photo- 
graph of Brinkerhoff. 
He was sure that 


such a man had got ou his train at Clin- 
ton and had paid UH fare to Decatur, 
Blighting from the train fit this point. 
That was tha last seen ot the missing 
man by tho condntor, He appeared to 
be able to take care of himself. He had 
no baggage. 


Sunday morning about fifteen Spring- 


liald people left the capital city to search 
for Brinkerhoff along the line of the G. 
(J. * S. road from Mt. Fnlnski and Gil- 
man. 
It was believed that Brinkerhoff 


might have fallen off the train. In the 
party were George Brinkerhoff, son of 
the missing man, Henry 1'ierick, Waldo 
R'.-o ', Dr. Ed. Dieckman, Horace Wig- 
giiiH, Will Shntt, Mr. Walker, M, W. 
Slohbms, Frank H'ltch, E'.l. Harts, Geo.

H. Fr«i»mtn, Will Wickerebam, John 
K'icke! anil W. B, Baker, They were 
divided into parties of two or three, and 
all inspected " < right of way of the road 
to iiilmnn, failing to discover the body.

making any remark about being on the 
wrong train, or inquiriig about train 
connections at Decatnr for Springfield, 
Feger stated that the stranger did not 
have anything to say. The chair car on 
the Central train comes through to Clin; 
ton and is out off and brought down past 
Deoatur toPana, 
Possibly Brinkerboff 


got into the car through mistake or pur- 
posely, How he got there is only a mut- 
ter of speculation.

dropping n.on >io badly crippled oa Judge 
Long. 


Gen. Black, ia u speech in Chicago on 


Memorial Day, said that "the ppnsion 
roll teems with fraudulent pensioners." 
Judge Long is evidently one of these, 
according to Gen. Black's notion. Judge 
Long went through the trouble re- 
quired by law to get on the pension 
roll, and waa unfairly rated by some pen- 
sion commissioner— probably Gea.BlacK. 
Gun. Black went around the pension 
laws to get his pension hy special legisla- 
tion. If Judge Long is wronfully draw- 
ing 8"2 a month, Gen. Black is wrong- 
fully drawing 8100 a month. They are 
men of the same llesh and blood, and 
fought in the same cause.

Every one, al- 
most, in Hillaboro and vicinity knows 
William Neal, the one-legged harness

Ninth Illinois, which took part in more 
mttles and skirmishes than any other 
egiment in the war.

Jhilch the living members cf the Ninth 
west over the field to care for dead 
and wounded comrader.

to life he found himself in a Union hos- 
pit'il minus one leg, ard upon recovering 
the first thing he did was to find his way 
to the boys. If Neal had not goce to* 
hie comrades, or his rreutsl abilities had 
been eo disarranged that be did not re- 
turn to Hillc-boro, every officer and man 
in his company wonki take the witness 
stand to-day and ewear positively that 
"Bill" Neal was killed and buried at the 
battle cf Shilob; acd Judge Phillips' 
testimony would go almost as conclusive 
proof, beo&uss he bought the coffin that

This created borne innocent gospip on 
the part of the good people, not, how 
ever, to the extent of attributing to th 
widow aty serions indiscretion. 
Th 


marshal, however, did not look kin31 
upon the conduct of hie stepmother <in 
concluded that he would undertake th 
taek of reconstructing her; and r:gh 
here ia where the trouble began. Mar- 
shal Seymour Dennison probably never 
read "Arteu-us Ward's" experience in re- 
constructing his wife. If he did he failed 
to profit by it. He went to the home of 
his stepmother last Saturday night and, 
it is reported, told her he proposed to 
take tho children away from her and 
take oare of them himself, as she was cot 
doing a mother's duty by them when she 
divided her time between them and the 
insurance agent, Qalvin, She protested 
and served notice on him thai if hs did 
cot leave tie premises she would apply 
scalding water to him.

ever, and forgetting that ho had come 
after the children he took her by force 
and proceeded to carry her to the cala- 
boose. She screamed and attracted the 
attention of the neighbors bat no one 
interfered and Mrs. Dennison was safely 
locked 
ia 
the 
cooler 
by Marshal 


Dennison. The story of the affair in a 
few minutes sprisad all over the village, 
and directly there was a masa meeting at 
the calaboose. The marshal was asked 
to release the woman but be stoutly re- 
fused to do so, then some one suggested 
lynching the marshal and it looked for a 
time as if he would be strong up. Some 
of the people secured sledges and were 
abont to break down the door of the 
city prison and liberate the prisoner 
when the village trustees got together in 
aeijuad by themselves and took a hand. 
They ordered the Marshal to relecse the 
woman and he did so on condition that 
she would be taken before a justice of 
the peace. This was done, but as no 
warrant had been issued and there were 
no witnesses, the justice did not know 
what to do, and promptly said so. Every 
boc.v it once turned lawyer and offeied 
free ul.'iae an J pinJemoniuoi reigned in 
that citadel of justice. 
The lynching 


spirit again seized the people and things 
began to look daogerons onoe more. The 
trustees in the mean time had assembled 
in another room, and to straighten out 
matters ordered Mrs, Dennison's release, 
and at once reduced the marshal to the 
rank cf a private citizen. 
This satisfied 


everybody and the village of Weldon was 
soon wrapt in peaceful slumber.
